The following action is in response to the BPAI Decision filed for application 10/720,634 
on April 30, 2008. 

Election/Restrictions 

Since claim 9 is allowable and generic to the elected species, claims 12-17 have been 
rejoindered.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the method for shutting down an internal combustion engine as 
claimed, and particularly including a locking mechanism locking the engine in a predetermined 
rest position such that the motoring torque is decreasing during a first phase of restart, and 
including the remaining structure and controls of claim 9.
